"A collcpr. is an unending thing, with a life and a continuity 
of its own. Those of us who study and work in it pass on,, anr 
the college remains.

^Stephen Lcacock in the first issue of the "Fortnightly Review.' 

"A college is an enduring thing." exclaims Dr. Leacock right- 
ly, but what gives a college its permanence? The obvious answer, 
•correct ye! incomplete, is tradition and the affection of countless 
members oi the university. Without these, a college would be 
merely a group of buildings under one central control, with little 
more continuity than that existing in the preparatory schools of 
the ordinary city. 

But the forces of tradition and affection do not entirely ac- 
count for the permanence of a coïîcgrc. Something more is need- 
ed to transform each yeaT hordes of stranger freshmen into ar- 
dent supporters and lovers of their Alma Mater. And this factor 
■is the service of those men and women who devote their lives to 
.the welfare of the college. The undergraduate is apt to think 
that he composes the university, forgetful of the fact that he re- 
ceives much more than he gives. Those whose lives are spent in 
adding a fragment— small but enduring— to the college history sel- 
•dom trouble to enlighten the world as to the work they accom- 
plish in their several spheres, but it is to them that much of the 
■credit for the continuity of a university is due.

THE FOLLY OF MARKS 
Tuils Weekly: OllC of the most 
deciply embedded factors In modern 
eituciitional methods and one which 
Is probably working more hnrm and 
doing more to frustrate tmo learn- 
ing than any other Is the system of 
marking with all th« false concep- 
tions and results which have grown 
up about It, 

The system of marking or grading 
students was probably Instituted in 
th first place as a very subsorvient 
part In the procès» of acquiring 
knowledge. Employed originally as 
a means for satisfying curiosity as 
to the relative standing of individuals 
or possibly for stimulating students 
by convpotltlon It enjoyed an humble 
beginning, characterized an neither 
radically good or had. It was sup 
poscdly the purpose of the scholar 
to educate himself, to center his at- 
tention on Intellectual attainment and 
development. 

How different, the situation now: 
Tho whole educational system is 
built around that which had so Inno- 
cent an inception, namely marks. Be- 
ginning with tho grammar schools, a 
large percentage of the attention and 
efforts of teacher an* pupil are do- 
voted to bringing tho grades up to a 
certain standard so *hat progress on 
the educational ladder may not be 
shut off. The condition there, how- 
ever, Is comparatively hurmloss as 
compared with the situation In high 
schools and colleges. In the former 
It is veritably « fact that from tho 
first year until Ilia last, nothing Is 
allowed lo sworve the mind of every 
class from the fact thin the prime 
aim Is to prnparo ulnng certain nar- 
row 1 and practically pur jumelons, linos 
with llle iiuiimtito ambition of pass- 
ing inlleae entrance examinations or 
otherwise meeting lochiilenl rmiulro- 
litems, Rilllfl heed is paid to the lo- 
ll lush; worth of study mid personal 
rtevulopmeni. Tim sums foi-inuhiH, l|>« 
sa nie lines from rihulctisnaarej the 
name filles lu he momoriiied every 
where year after year, all calcula I oil 
toward the snnia ami, lite passing or 
an examination.
